Applicant's amendment to 09/683,546 has been examined and remarks reviewed. 
Claims 23 and 29 are cancelled. Claims 1-7, 11-13, 14, 17, 18, 22, 24-28 are amended. 
Claims 1-22, 24-28 and 30 are pending. 

Applicants' amendment and remarks are persuasive. Accordingly, the instant 
application is now in a condition for allowance.

The reasons for allowance include: In a method for creating a model of inputs 
and outputs of integrated circuits, the prior art does not teach or suggest embedding in 
the model, equations that are functions of input edge arrival times and cycle time for 
each scalar.
